The  sliip"iMary  uiul  .loliii,"  ('apt.  S<|iii'l)b,  sailod  from  J'lymoiitli  MnrrU  20,  lf.30  ; 
arrived  at  Nantasket  Point,  Boston  llarlior;  Jlny  :!(J,  briiifiin^  one  liiiiiihr<l  forty  clioioe 
cliaracters.  They  settled  principally  iri  Dorchester,  and  in  Windsor,  Ct..  and  from  these 
two  plac(>s  many  removed  to  Northampton.  In  the  "Mary  and  .lolm"  caini'  the  ancestors 
of  (ieneral  (irant,  of  Dr.  J.  <t.  Holland,  th(>  minister,  Mr.  Warham,  who  settled  first  at 
Dorchester  and  after  at  Windsor,  Kot;er  (;iapp,  Thomas  Kord,  .lohii  Strong,  and  fjieut. 
Wm.  Clark.     In  1(>:!(),  liftecMi  liiindre<l  people  cami'  from  lOnt^land  to  Massachusetts. 

Northampton  first  settled  in  UmI,  and  called  Nonatuck.  It  was  lOianf^i'd  to  North- 
ampton in  honor  of  some  of  the  first  settlers,  who  came  from  Northampton,  Kn^c.  The 
first  "meetinfj:  house"  was  Ihiislied  in  April  the  next  year,  '.ill  liy  IM  ft.,  with  one  door  an<l 
two  windows.  Tlie  c.hnrch  was  ort;a.ni/.ed  Ifilil,  and  a  new  lionse  Imilt,  '10  ft.  sipia.re. 
In  lll(>:i,  "after  solemn  and  e.xtraonlinary  seeking' to  (iod  for  liis  direction  and  blessing;," 
Jolm  Strong,'  was  chosen  ruliiij,'  eldi'r.  Wlioever  liUed  this  ollice  occniiied  a  position  in  tlie 
community  second  only  to  the  minister.      There    were   bnt    tliicc   ever   held    that   ollice   in

Skaneatele.s'  first  settler  came  in  IV.i:!.  liel'or.'  Ilic  cl.ise  of  that  century  some  of  the 
Edwards  family  came.  The  lirst  church  was  the  I'resbyterian.  situated  on  Onondat;a 
street,  on  the  hill,  just  east  of  the  villat;e  corporation.  It  was  dedicated  March  1,  1800. 
There  were  fifteen  ori;;inal  luemliers,  and  of  them  three  were  Edwards&  :  Solomon 
Kdwards,  Electa,  wife  of  Thaddeus  Edwards,  and  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Alanson  Edwards. 
Simeon  Edwards  and  family  came  to  Skaneateles  the  last  of  February,  1800,  and  thought 
they  were  exceedin;;ly  fortunate  to  be  here  at  the  dedication,  as  that  was  a  notable  event. 
The  Presbyterians  occupied  that  building  twenty  years  ;  then  sold  to  the  Baptist  society 
and  built  the  brick  church  now  standing  on  Cienesee  street.  The  first  funeral  held  in 
it  was  that  of  Simeon  Edwards,  in  LSiO.  The  first  child  ba|)tized  in  it  was  liis  grandson, 
Alexander  Miller,  who  was  born  the  day  the  first  paper  was  published  in  Skaneateles, 
July  28.  1820.  The  first  wedding  in  this  house  was  a  double  one,  and  of  two  of  the 
grand-children  of  Simeon  Edwards,  Melzar  Edwards  to  Frances  Bascoiu,  and  Elizabeth 
Edwards  to  Steplien  A.  (iifforil. 

It  is  thought  the  oldest  native  of  Skaneateles,  now  living,  is  Mrs.  Evelina  ClarU,  of 
Marshall,  Jlich.,  b.  Sept.  17,  ISOa.  She  was  the  eldest  child  of  Thomas  and  Minerva 
(Porti'r)  Greves  Her  huslmnd  was  Kev.  Calvin  Clark,  son  of  Nathan  and  Lovisa 
(Edwards)  Clark,  of  Westliamiiton.  They  were  married  in  1835,  and  went  immediately  to 
Marshall.     He  was  prominent  in  the  ministry  :  died  1877. 

His  brother.  Kev.  Anson  Clark,  of  West  Salem,  Wis.,  resided  in  that  state  ISfi  years; 
married  Mary  Hooker,  a  descendant  of  Rev.  Thomas  Hooker  and  Jonathan  Edwards. 
Mr.  Clark  quotes  to  his  sons —

His  son,  Xatlumiei,  .1  r.,  was  eollejie  edn-' 
cated,  and  followed  his  father  as  teai-her  on 
the  sainesiiot  :  went  liy  the  naineot  "Master 
I'idwards."  ile  was  exceedinj;ly  tiouhled 
tliat  trirlsdid  not  have  the  same  school  ad- 
Viintaf;es  ns  hoys,  and  devoted  his  leisure 
in  vaeation  to  teacliinp:  them.  Thanks  to 
"Master  Jul  wards"  for  his  enhirhtened  views, 
his  pulilic  spirit.  JS'ot  very  lontr  after  this, 
in  1.S02,  the  tfiwn  turned  over  a  new  leaf. 
All  over  the  Commonwealth  better  views 
and  a  wiser  course  iirevailed.  He  died  IHIS. 
His  wife  was  Rachel  Clivpp.  Slie  died  1808, 
»l^ed  1(10  years.

The  cons- 
table performed  the  duties  of  a.  sherilT,  a, 
police  oOlcer,  a,  collector  of  public  rates 
and  taxes,  and  was  the -nardiaii  of  the  -ood 
order  and  morals  of  the  inlia.liitants.  The 
first  purchasi-  of  land  in  the  settlenu'nt 
was  in  UiiiT,  and  .fohii  Stron^r  and  Walter 
Deatie  are  in  the  list  of  pun  hasers.  They 
were  both  very  prominent.  Tlie  iinridiase 
was  made  of  Alassasoit,  called  the  "(-food 
Old  Ma.s.sasoit."  He  owned  the  wliole  of 
that  re^^fion.

Hnsiness  o-reatly  improved  in  Xortliam|i- 
ton  after  his  coming'.

His  son,  Nathaniel.  .)r.,  was  Cdlle^re  edn-' 
cated.and  followed  his  father  as  teacher  on 
the  same  spot  :  went  by  the  name  of  "Master 
lOdwards."  lie  was  exceed inf:ly  troiihled 
that  jiirl.s  did  not  liave  the  same  scliooi  ad- 
vantaji'es  a.s  hoys,  and  devoted  his  leisure 
in  vncation  to  teachiiifj:  them.  Thanks  to 
"Master  Kdwards"  for  his  enhtrhtened  views, 
his  public  spirit.  JVot  very  lontr  after  this, 
in  1802.  tlie  town  turned  over  a  new  leaf. 
.Ml  over  the  Commonwealth  better  views 
and  a  wiser  course  prevailed.  He  died  1818.

The  funeral  of  Mrs.  Klec.ta  (Kdwaids) 
Hales,  wile  of  Abner  Bales,  was  altended 
from  I'lytiioiith  Clinreh,  Syracuse,  her  pas- 
tor iMr!  Siriebv.  condiiel  intr  the  services. 
In  his  remarks  he  said  ;  -'.Mrs.  Hales  was 
descende.l  from  a.  branch  of  llw  l'',d\vards 
biiiiilv  thai  has  been  remarkable  for  deplli 
of  piety  and  clearness  of  intellecl,  and  her 
own  mental  and  reli^;ions  character  reiiclerinl 
herworthv  of  her  ancestry.  She  u.is  al- 
wavs    relitrioiislv    disposed,    and    even    Iroiii 

(•hildhoiid  enterlai I   a  si  ron;;- desire  to  be 

a  Christian  Hilt  the  period  marked  as  the 
time  of  her  conversion  was  the  year  IHIS, 
when  her  brother,  stron;,'  and  vin-oroils  in 
min<l  and  body,  was  stricken  down  to  the 
t:round  like  Saul  of  'I'arsiis  under  convic- 
tion of  sin.  This  event  made  a  dee])  impres- 
sion on  her  mind,  and  led  to  her  eiitn-e  con- 
secration to  Christ  From  this  perioil  on- 
ward her  experience  was  uniform  and  her 
Christian  a.ctivity  constant.  Her  i-haracter 
was  on(>  of  marked  traits.  Aiming'  the 
most  prominent  of  those  traits  was  kind- 
ness. This,  kindlinn;  at  the  centre,  was  a 
warmth  and  li;,'ht  in  the  family  anil  the  cir- 
cle of  hi'r  relatives.  Hiit  it  stopped  not 
there,  sheddinj,'  its  benign  inllnence  upon 
all  arounil  her,  friends  and  slrani;eis,  the 
poor  and  the  oppressed.  Another  marked 
trait  of  her  (diarai^ter  was  energy,  and  this 
was  uniformlv  combined  with  self-sa<'rilice. 
She  had  in  an  iiiinsiial  degree  the  power 
of  a.ccinnplishmenl.  anil  she  seemed  never  lo 
think  of  her  own  ease  and  coinforl  when 
I  here  was  an  opporl  unity  of  ministering  lo 
the  happiness  of  others".  With  all  these 
stril^ing  traits,  another  still  may  be  men- 
tioned—her hiinibU-  fa.ith  in  (iod  and  res- 
ignation to  His  will.  Her  hoi>e  wasin  Christ 
alone.  She  was  called  to  pass  through  many 
trials,  but  in  them  all  she  saw  a  Father's 
hand  and  bowed  submissively  beneath  the 
stroke,  (^iiiet  is  lier  rest  after  the  toil  of 
life,  and  iileasant  is  her  lueinory  to  tliose 
who  survive  lier.'"

The  simple  record  of  the  death  of  this  n^ed 
jierson  siit;;;f>st.s  a  train  of  associations 
around  which  it  iiii-ht  be  both  pleasantand 
instructive  to  liiifier  ;  but  it  is  our  purpose, 
only  very  briefly,  to  t;ive  a  glimpse  of  her 
character,  and  some  fact.s  connected  with 
her  life. 

Hannah  I'arsons  wa.s  born  in  Xorth.-iuip- 
ton,  Mass..  Sow  Utli,  l7."i(i,  where  she  residi.il 
until  her  marriage.  Trained  by  parents  of 
the  real  New  I'ln^rlaiid  stamp,  accordiu^,'  to 
the  customs  and  principles  or  the  last  cen- 
tury, she  was  a  lair  sample  or  sterlini,'  New 
l';ii;rlaiiil  cha,ract..r.  In  li.'r  ^rirlhood  she  as- 
sociated wilh  some  who  have  occupied  hit,'h 
Iiositioiis  in  (jhiiridi  and  .State,  and  who 
lont;  since,  at  Tiill  aj.'e,  have  ^'one  to  their 
rest.  In  177!*  she  united  with  tlie  (Joiij,'re),M- 
tlonal  church  in  Northampton,  sometwenty- 
live  years  iifter  tin-  disiuission  of  the  distiii- 
Kuished  Rev.  .Tonatlian  Kd wards.  In  I7«l 
she  married  Nehemiah  (Cleveland  of  Wil- 
liaiiisbur^ch.  JIass.,  in  which  place  they  re- 
sided r.ir  thirty-five  years.  It  was  in  the 
.stirrin.:;  times  or  the  American  Kevohition, 
in  which  war  Mr.  C.  took  an  active  part, 
that  their  married  lire  bej^an.  To  rear  a 
lar^e  family,  in  those  times,  on  the  ruf^^red 
hills  of  Willitimsburgh,  called  into  lujtive 
exercise  all  the  noble  elements  of  character 
she  possessed.  She  displayed  sound  com- 
mon sense,  miiit,de(l  with  a"  ^ood  decree  or 
native  shrewdness,  a  clear  .judgment  and 
untiring  energy.  She  practiced  habits  of 
economy,   genuine  industry  and   active  lie- 
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iii'volcnco,  whilo  Kovcriiintj  iiiiil  ixTvadinj; 
all  were  sei'ii  and  fi'lt  the  ln-i;,'lit  ami 
^,'('iiial  iiidiu'iiccs  of  a  (U'votcil  liilili'  pi- 
ety. Her  ial)ors  wore  not  conliiKMi  to 
tiie  care  of  lier  own  nunierons  iionsi^- 
liiild,  Ijiit  her  liaiKis  niinistered  to  fiio 
wants  of  tile  sick  and  tlie  destitnte.  fSlie 
often  went  out  on  iu)rse\>acii,  on  errands  of 
mercy,  carryinj;  articles  of  comfort  and 
ciieerinfT  tile"  sicl<  and  alllicted  willi  words 
of  cinislian  iove  ami  synipatliy.  'riie 
Cliiircli  of  Cin-ist  ever  found  in  her  a,  i-eady, 
ellicii'Ut  helper,  tile  soi  rowing;  a,  sympatlii/',- 
in^r  friend,  and  those  in  doubt  a  wise  couii 
sellor.  I  ler  husliand  wiis  for  many  Years  an 
esleenied  ollicer  In  tlie  church,  'aiid  tliey 
went  hanil  and  hand  in  Iheir cliristiaii  patli- 
way.  In  ISI?  iMr.  and  .Mrs.  Cleveland  re- 
moveil  to  Skaneateles,  wliere  tliey  lived  to- 
^'etller  for  twi-nty  si,\  years,  Mrs.  C  surviv- 
ing,' lier  lni>l)aiid  nearlv  eii.'liteen  vears. 
Tliey  Inid  twelve  children,  tliree  of  wlioin 
died  in  childliood,  and  nine  lived  to  hecome 
heads  of  new  houseliolds.  The  ay-re-ate 
aj;e  of  the  ei-ht  children  who  survive  their 
niotlii'ris  live  hnndriMl  and  si.xty  ei-lit  year.s, 
tlie  average  hein-  seventy-one.  Mrs.  (J.'s 
ilesci'iidaiits  hiive  been  (uie  hundred  and 
twenty,  of  wlioiu  ei-lity cijilit  are  now  liv- 
iii-  yhe  liad  a  sister  wlio  entered  her  hun- 
dredth year,  and  another  lier  ninety-ninth. 
tlie  a-tiri'^;ate  af^e  of  the  tliree  sisters  heins 
tlirei'  hundred  and  one  years  and  ten 
miiriths 

lint  the  lon-est  life  must  have  its  close  <in 
I'arth.  Here  in  the  family  of  hi'r  son  she 
cheerfully  and  cpiiellv  spent  the  evenin-  of 
her  da  vs.  reccivin-  t  I'lc  kindly  at  ti'iil  iiui  and 
liliiilcareof  her  household.  ".And  we  would 
humhly  invoke  Ihe  richestof  Ileavi'ii's  hles- 
sin-s  to  rest  upon  thcMii  in  spiritual  and 
temporal  ^ifls.  for  their  cheerful  anil  hearty 
oliedieiice  of  the  "first  conimandmeii t  with 
promise."  She  ri'tained  in  a,  remarkable  de- 
cree her  iihysical  and  luental  powers,  and 
probably  very  few  at  the  present  day  |)ass 
one  fourth  of  a  century,  who  i-xperience  so 
little  physical  siilVerin-  as  did  tslie  in  a  life 
of  more  than  a  hundred  years.  With  per- 
haps three  or  four  single  e.xceptions.  she  has 
not  liiid  occasion  to  consult  a  physician  dur- 
iii-  the  last  sixty  years.  Until  the  last  few 
months  slie  was  always  busy,  occupied  either 
with  her  kiiittintr  or  a  book.  She  was  social 
and  ever  attentive  to  the  oonifort  of  her 
-nests,  and  when  her  powers  of  body  and 
mind  were  well  iii-h  exhausted  by  age,  she 
would  repeat  treasured  passages  of  script- 
ure and  sacred  poetry  for  the  entertainment 
of  those  who  called  upon  her.  She  was 
very  fond  of  children,  and  up  to  the  last 
few  weeks  of  her  life  never  failed  to  notice 
tlieiu  kindly ;  and  many  a  child  will  long 
reiiieiiiher  the  words  of  John  Rogers,  so 
often  repeated  hv  her  ; 

"Sec;,  first.  I  .sav.  ihe  llvincfind. 
Aim!  iilwiivs  liini  acU.re, 

And  then  lie  «iiiv  that  lie  will  hh-ss 
Tliy  liaski't  iinil  thy  store." 

Her  parting  admonition  to  many  a  guest 
Was  "Trust  in  the  i,ord  and  do  good  ;  so 
sliiilt  thou  dwell  in  the  land,  and  verily  thou 
slialt  be  fed  ;"  or  "Do  good  as  you  have  op- 
liiirtiiiiity,  and  minil  not  to  whom."  She 
Was  not  unmindful  of  her  mercies,  and  was 
grateful  for  every  favor.  She  seldom  iil- 
liiiled  to  her  great  age  without  adding  : 


"What  shall  1  render  to  my  God 

For  all  his  kindness  shown? 
MV  feet  sh.tll  visit  Thine  aliode, 

.My  RoiiKM  address  Thy  throne," 

"And  now  after  I  liave  lived  so  long  1 
must  die  and  come  to  judginent."  Hut  .lesiis 
was  her  friend  and  she  was  at  peace.  It 
hardly  seemed  like  denth,  so  gently  and 
sweetly  did  her  lampgoout.  May  Ihe  man- 
tle of  her  earnest  piety  and  noble  wort  h  rest 
upon  her  ihildreii,  and  Iheir  hoiiseliohlH 
after  litem  (o  the  latest  generation.'  ' 

lltu-  funeral  was  largely  altciided  in  the 
Presbyterian  chundi.  The  funeral  sermon 
was  preached  by  I'rof  Hopkins,  of  Auburn 
Theological  .Scniiiiary.  'I'lie  following  ex- 
tract is  given  :  "Among  those  redeemed  and 
happy  souls,  we  are  wed  assured  the  vener- 
able siiiiit  whose  mortal  part  we  are  convey- 
ing to  (  he  tomb  rejoices  and  worships  to-day. 
For  more  than  eighty  years  she  has  been'a 
professed  disciple  of  the  Lord  .lesus  Christ, 
and  for  forty-four  years  a  ineiiil)er  ol  this 
church  She  has  adorned  her  profession  by 
a  life  of  consi.-ti'iit  and  exemplary  piety. 
Her  religion  has  made  her  whole  hie  beau- 
tiful, and  esi)eciiilly  so  amid  the  inlirmities 
of  old  age.  No  peevishnessor  fretfiihiess  in 
her;  no  unreasonableness  or  impatience, 
even  under  the  extraordinary  linrden  of 
over  a  hundred  years.  Hut  in  "the  kind  and 
and  signal  provitlence  of  (Jod.  that  burden 
pressed  more  lightly  on  her  than  fourscore 
often  docs  upon  t"hose  who,  bv  reason  of 
streiigdi,  attain  that  age  and  liial  it  to  be 
but  labor  Mild  sorrow.  Long  past  her  cen- 
teiiiiry,  she  reiained  her  bodilv  health  mid 
aclivily,  and  (he  iiiiimpaireil   li.sc  of  all   her 

faculties  ;  and  when,  wll  liiii  a  c paralively 

very  r lit  period,  her  judgment  as  well   as 

her  senses  began  to  fail,'  it  w,'is  her  delight 
to  repi-at  passages  of  sacred  writ,  with  which 
long  familiarity  with  the  Word  of  (iod  had 
stored  her  mind.  She  has  come  to  her 
grave— sh.i II  we  say  as  a  shoi^k  of  corn  fully 
ripe  ?  She  seems  rather  to  have  been  a 
sheaf  which  the  reaper  Death  had  forgot, 
and  has  come  biu'k  long  after  the  usual  har- 
vest time  to  fetch  home  to  his  garner.  But 
as  respects  all  the  circumstances  of  her 
death,  as  in  her  life,  she  has  been  blessed. 
(Tod  did  not  cist  her  o(T  in  her  old  age,  nor 
forsake  her  when  her  strength  failed.  He 
provided  for  her  respectful  tenderness,  kind 
nursing,  prompt  attention  to  every  want,  in 
the  filial  piety  of  her  son,  Mr.  Lewis  Cleve- 
land, and  his  family;  and  I  rejoice  to  record 
this  fact  to-day,  to  his  honor  and  theirs, 
that  they  never  wearied  of  their  mother; 
tliey  never  thought  she  was  living  too  long  ; 
they  never'  fell  off  in  their  kindness  and  at- 
tention ;  till  now,  at  the  age  of  one  hundred 
ami  four  years  and  seven  months,  she  has 
breathed  her  last  in  their  benedictions  and 
their  tears.  May  God  return  the  blessing 
tenfold  on  their  heads,  and  on  the  headti  of 
their  remotest  posterity."

Some  of  the  latter, 
ill  liarim.iiy  with  the  oeeasion,  went  from 
here  in  one  ol  the  "old  line  sta;ies,"  an  insti- 
tution of  the  hills  ill  days  j^onc  l)y,  hut  now 
superseded  hy  modern  improvements  of 
travel.  So  threat  was  the  enthusiasm  in

]>air.  t^ave  a  hrief  skelcliof  some  events  in 
Ihelileof  his  iiareiits,  of  the  scenes  of  Joy 
and  sorrow  throutch  which  they  had  passed", 
to^^'clher  Willi  the  idiM,nj;-es  III  (heir  respect- 
ivi'  families  in  IWtv  years.  It  was  staled  as 
a  remarkahic  lad,  thai  of  the  family  from 
which  the  l>ri<l<'  was  taken,  consist  in^:  at 
that  lime  of  the  parents  and  niiu>  (diild  ren, 
the  mother  and  I'l^l.t  childr<'n  still  live. 
The  former  is  nearly  l(i:l  years  old,  and  her 
yoiinj^est  child  til  years  old.  'i'wo  or  three 
ori^rmal  poems,  contributed  for  the  occa- 
sion, were  read,  and  brief  reniarUs,  l)t)tll 
serious  and  jovial,  were  made  by  othi'r  K'""' 
tieiuen  present,  wliiidi  with  vocal  and  in- 
strumental music  by  an  amateur  musician, 
atlded  much  to  the  "delij^hts  of  the  day.

Her  son  and  his 
family  are  very  attentive  to  her  everv  wish, 
and  all  of  their  arrangements  are  pleasint; 
tf(  her.  JJke  many  af^ed  people,  she  vividly 
reinenibers  the  scenes  of  her  youth.  I  n  IHSt) 
she  wrote  a  sketch.  "Things  tliat  1  Remem- 
ber at  Ninety-five,"  printed  in  paui|)hlet 
form,  for  private  distribution.  In  it  she 
savs,  "I  distinctly  remember  hi'arin^;  the 
bells  toll  for  Wa.sliinpton,  and  they  tolle.l  a 
lono-,  lonj^  time."  lUit  what  is  .so  very  rare, 
she  takes  a  lively  interest  in  the  alVairs  of 
the  day,  reads  the  daily  papers  and  is  well 
posted  in  news.  When  she  was  ei;,'lity-six 
years  old  she  was  relieved  of  all  cares,  and 
since  that  time  has  been  constaiiMy  eiij;a^'ed 
in  readiiin',  writing:  and  fancy  work.  She 
eiiibroidi'i's  worsted  beailtifiiily,  and  has 
;civen  each  of  her  1  welve  nieces  and  many 
olher  friends  a  lar^'e  piece  of  her  work  —  n. 
chair  seat,  ottoman  cover  or  sofa  jiillow — all 
handsome  p-atlerns.  Smaller  pii'ces  without 
number  have  bei'ii  «iven  to  friends.  The 
first  piece  of  Woman's  work  entered  for  ex- 
hibition at  t  he  .New  Orleans  fair  was  some 
of  her  work  done  thi>  month  she  was  one 
hnmlred.  I  ler  coi-respondence  is  lar>re.  She 
writes  le^ribh^  and  interest  ini.'  letters  Sho 
retains  what  she  reads,  and  in  the  la.st  llf- 
teen  years  has  read  many  liistorip,  as 
"lltirmes'  History  of  Kn^'land,"  Macaujy-and

Joseph  Parsons  was  of  this  family;  CHiiie  from   Great  yorrin^cton,  near  Exeter,  Devon- 
shire (Vl,  En^'.,  l(i:!(),  i)robal)ly  with  Mr.  Pyne.hon;  was  an  early  settler  in  Sprin^fifld;  four 
of  bis  cliililiiii  lioiii  there;  removed  to  Northauiptcn  in  Ki.'iO  and  lived  there  2.'i  years;  then 
returned  to  Sprint;lield,  and  dieil  there,  l(iH;i, 

Frum  "S!//V(slvr  JudiVs  Ilistoiif:  "IN'orthampton  was  incorporated  in  Hilt  or  ■■>  and 
town  olficers  were  elected  in  Dec,  \U\t~).  .loseph  Parsons  was  one  of  thelhiee  selectmen 
(or  townsnu'n,  as  they  were  then  called)  chosen,  i'revious  to  1700  we  firul  only  seven  men 
in  the  town  that  had  Mr.  prelixed  to  their  names.

"  l''.S(p-."  .loseph  Parsons,  son  of  .loseph  and  Mary  Hliss  I'arsoii,  Ij  Mil?,  whs  very  i)r<)|ii- 
inent  as  a  lawver  and  justice  of  the  peace;  was  lirst  jud^'e  of  llampsliire  Co.  (Jourt,  KillS; 
of  e.xtensive  business,  lar^rely  connected  with  political  and  military  life.  He  and  his  wife 
lived  together  GO  years.  Of  their  ei^^ht  sons  two  were  ministers,  one  captain  one  lieutenant. 

The  first  a;;reeuient  for  the  settlement  of  SpriuKlield,  or  Affawam,  as  it  was  then 
called,  was  made  May  14,  1030.  The  deed  of  the  land  was  j^iven  to  Mr.  Pynchon,  Henry 
Smith  and  John  Burr,  by  ComiiiucUe  and  Mantanehan  and  eleven  other  Indiiins,  Jul}'  I.'), 
Ui:iO.  The  deed  was  witnessed  by  Joseph  Parsons  and  six  others.  The  Indians  received 
forthe  land,  18  fathoms  of  wampum,  18  coats,  18  hatchets,  18  hoes  and  18  knives;  it  was 
considered  a  fair  price.     The  town  was  settled  largely  by  people  from  Roxbury. 

In  the  account  of  the  Quarto  Millennial  Celebration  of  Sprinprfield,  May  2."),  1880,  the 
names  of  early  settlers  are  given,  and  among  them  are  Josejih  Parsons  and  Alexander  Ed- 
wards, also  .John  Sea  rle;  probably  it  was  his  wife  who  afterwards  married  Alexander  Ed- 
wards. It  also  gives  under  date  Sept.  10.  1074:  "Mrs.  Mary  Parsons,  wife  of  Joseph 
Parsons,  a  wealth.v  man  of  Korthampton,  brought  before  the  Springfield  court,  charged 
with  witchcraft.  She  was  held  to  appear  at  Boston."  May  13,  1675:  "Mary  Parsons,  of 
Northampton  tried  and  acquitted."  She  was  a  high  spirited  woman  and  plead  her  own 
case.

"The  Leoiinnls  liavp  been  a  fainily  of  considerable  proiiiiiiciKM'  in  ICni^iarxl  for  ninny 
t,'pnrT.itionN.  Tlicy  are  (Ip.scendcil  from  lioonard,  I,or(l  Diiere,  of  lOnt^liind.  and  from  ivl 
ward  1 1 1.,  viz. :  Tlironpli  John  of  fiannt,  l>ulie  of  r,an(Mster,  and  'J'liomas  I'lanttii^enit, 
Dnke  of  (ilontiter.  .lames  and  Henry,  brotliers,  were  Mie  lirst  who  came  to  America.  'I'liey 
were  tlie  sons  of  Thomas  Leonard  of  I'onfypool,  Cainty  Monmouth.  Wales,  which  place  is 
famous  for  its  iron  worlds  and  luiru'S.  Tliev  were  identilied  with  the  lirst  three  iron  worl<s 
in  .\merica,  .at  Hiaintree,  Lynn  and  Taunton.  'I'hey  linally  settled  at  Taunton  and  wei-e 
t\\f  progenitors  of  the  family  of  Leomirds  who  have  been  moie  or  less  idi'ntilied  wiMi  the 
history  of  liristol  ( 'o.  from  that  time  to  tlie  present.  The  Leonards  have  almost  invari- 
ably l^eeii  men  of  threat  wealtli  iin<l  liiirli  po.Hition.  The  lirst  t;enealo;;ical  account  of  any 
e.xtent  in  New  Kn^rhmd  was  I>r.  Forbes'  "Account  of  the  Leona,r<l  Kaiiiily."  During;  Kintr 
Philip's  war  Taiiiitoii  suffered  less  than  the  surroundiiiK  settleiiients,  as  Philip  was  friend- 
ly with  some  of  the  people,  especially  with  the  Leonard  family.

Lorenzo  Warriner  Pease,  b  May  20,  ISnO,  In  PL'nsdale,  Mass. ;  d  Anp:.  28,  iy:!i),  in  Lar- 
naca.  Isle  of  Cyprus;  was  eldest  (diild  of  Erastus  and  Persis  (C'hapin)  Pease.  The  family 
came  to  Auburn.  1811,  where  they  afterwards  resided.  Lorenzo  entered  Sophomore  class, 
Hamilton  Collej,'e,  l.S'.'.").  t^raduatinp  with  honor  in  1828;  coiinnenced  the  study  of  law;  was 
converted  in  18:!1,  and  entered  the  middle  class  in  Auburn  Theolo^'ical  Seminary;  f:cra<lu- 
ated  in  JH:i;i,  and  spent  the  followinf;  year  in  Andover  Seminary  to  pWi'iJ^e  the  study  of 
(ireek  and  Hebrew,  prei)aratory  to  K<>ii'K  "s  a,  missionary  to  the  (ii-eeks. 

He  was  ordaiiu'd  as  a.  missionary  by  the  Pi'esbytery  of  Caynj;a,  in  the  First  Presby- 
terian clini-ch.  Auburn,  June  2(1.  18:11;  at  the  close  of  the  services  he  was  uinted  in  mar- 
ri.i^;e  to  Lucinda  Leonard,  dau  .losiah  and  Content  Leonard.  He  sailed  from  Boston  tor 
("yprus,  Auix.  22,  1H:ll. 

His  literary  labors  comprised  contributions  to  the  "Evari^idist,"  "Missionary  Herald," 
in  English;  to  the  "Apotheke,"  a  Greek  periodical  issued  from  the  Smyrna,  pi-ess.  He  also 
translated  some  Enyflish  works  into  the  (Ti-eek.  He  had  tinished  a  work  on  "The  Sabbath," 
written  in  (ireek,  the  niRht  he  was  seized  with  his  last  illness — published  after  his  death.' 
liut  his  two  (^reat  works  remain  nnfinislied.  The  first  was  his  (ireek  Grammar,  written  in 
Modern  (ireek.  He  was  luakint;  the  third  draft  of  it,  which  he  had  desit;iied  completing 
the  year  he  died.  The  other,  "Researches  in  Cyprus  and  a  History  of  the  Mission."  was 
also  a  work  of  years.  In  his  tours  for  Hible  distribution  and  preaching;.  Mr.  Pease  had  vis- 
iteil  every  villaj^'e  on  the  Island,  anil,  the  maps  in  use  proving:  erroneous,  had  <lrawn  a  (Cor- 
rect one  of  the  Lslaiid,  Me  visited  the  ancient  tombs  ami  ruins,  making;  valuable  additions 
to  his  cabinet  of  curiosities,  and  antedated  by  thirty  years  Cesnola's  discoveries.  The  rel- 
ics Irom  the  tombs  of  Cyprus,  which  Mr.  Pease  sent  to  Hamilton  ('olle^e  and  Auburn  The- 
olofrical  Seminary,  are  said  by  Prof.  Isaac  N.  Hall  to  be  as  reliable  as  any  he  .saw  in  Ces- 
nola's collection.  Mr.  Pease  had' also  in  course  of  preparation  a  book  of  Scripture  Illus- 
trations, as  he  found  the  customs  of  the  people  made  plain  many  passa<res  of  scripture  ob- 
scure to  American  leaders. 

In  18ijH  iMr.  and  Mrs.  Pease  lost  an  infant  son  and  daiif^hter.  and  on  each  occasion  the 
Hishop  of  St.  Lazarus  (Greek)  church  in  Lariiaca  requested  permission  to  walk  in  tlie  fun- 
eral i)rocession  with  the  priests  of  the  church,  and  jjave  permission  to  bury  the  remains  in 
the  j^raveyard  of  St.  Lazarus,  otTerinp  the  use  of  the  church  for  the  funeral  sermon— the 
second  time  a  protestant  had  been  allowed  to  speak  in  a  Greek  church.  .\lthoui;h  more 
'than  forty  years  have  elapsed  since  Mr.  Pease's  death,  his  fjrave  is  still  cared  for  and  "The 
Teacher"  is  still  held  in  loving  remembrance. 

Mrs.  Pease  remained  on  missionary  ground  until  1841,  when  failing  health  demanding 
change  of  climate,  made  her  return  to  native  country  imperative.  She  brought  her  two 
little  girls  to  Auburn,  where  she  has  since  resided.  Her  daughter  Sarah  married  Charles 
Wadsworth.  Her  daughter  Harriet  married  Rev.  Levi  Parsons,  D.  D.,  of  Mt.  Morris.  (See 
Parsons  record.)  .

In  the  Fatherland  the  name  Slieriuan,  Seliear- 
nian,  iSchernuin,  often  ooeurs,  and  was  no  doul)t  tran,sterre(l  to  Ijoiidon  and  its  vi<^iMity 
niaiiy  ceiitiuie.s  aao  hy  the  Anj;lo-Sa\on  einij^'rants,  where  it  still  remains  tmineroiis.  I'Voni 
these  si)rang  the  Ijraneli  at  Dedhani,  County  lissex,  Kiif,'.  The  minit!  is  derived  from  tlie 
orii,'inal  oecii()ation  of  the  fanuly:  They  wi-re  <j/ol/i  dre.stiers  or  shimrcrfi  of  the  cloth.  Th»^ 
family  at  Dedham  retained  the  occupation  of  the  family  also  the  cottt  of  arms  worn  by 
those  in  and  about  London.  In  New  Kuf^hmd  are  found  two  distinct  families  bearing'  the 
name.  One  of  theiu  lieseends  from  William  Sheruian,  who  came  over  with  the  l'ilf,'rims, 
about  KiaO,  and  settled  in  Marshlield.  The  other  is  the  Dedham  stock,  a  braiicli  of  which 
emit,'rated  to  New  Kntrland  and  settled  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston.  The  first  of  the  name  in 
that  line  of  which  we  have  any  knowledtce,  and  perhaps  the  one  who  originally  omiprated 
there  was  Henry  Sliernian,  who  died  IGSl*.  He  was  Kreut-Krandfather  of  J'hilip  Hherman, 
who  came  to  America  in  1034,  and  it  is  thiis  branch  we  are  endeavorini'  to  trace.
